prosecution. 
Bakers, g rocers afnd confectioners | 
are touched by the rule which reads: 
“No manufacturer, dealer, vender or 
other person shall ex pose for sale or 
sell 
bread, 
pastry , 
confectionery , 
shelled nuts, tapioca, or other foods 
so prepared that they are ready for 
consumption, unless such foods are 
securely protected from insects, ver­ 
min, dust, dirt and all pollution.” 
The use in canned food products 
of sug ar substitutes known as sacch­ 
arine, dulcin, sucrol, g ranatose, hay - 
en, sug ar cry stal, g lucin or any coal- 
tar sweetness is prohibited. 
The use 
of any preservative ex cept salt, salt­ 
peter, surcose, vineg ar and spices is 
prohibited. 
It is permitted, however, 
for the season of 19 09 
that

teuth of one per cent of sodium ben­ 
zoate may be used for preserving to­ 
mato catsup and bulk sweet pickles.

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WHAT FRANKS COST 


Report of Postoffice Department on Its 


Uncompensated Service. 
Washington, Dec. 3.—The cost to 
the government during the fiscal y ear 
ended J une 30, by reason of the trans­ 
mission free through the mails of de­ 
partmental penalty and congressional 
franked matter was $ 42,544,047, ac­ 
cording to the annual report of the 
third assistant postmaster general. Ad- 
C d to this is $ 57,000,000 for uncompen­ 
sated service in handling and trans­ 
porting of second-class matter, of pub­ 
lishers of newspapers and periodicals. 
On the subject of abuses of the 
second class mailing privilege, It is 
stated that these cannot be reduced to 
the minimum until the practice of of­ 
fering premiums and other extraneous 
inducements for subscriptions is ef­ 
fectually stopped. 
The sale of “ bulk 
subscriptions” to business institutions 
and individuals is regarded as another 
abuse, in view of the loss to the de­ 
partment of the higher rate of postage 
which otherwise would accrue. 
The report denies that the money 
order sy stem is conducted at a loss, as 
has 
been 
repeatedly 
charged, 
and 
states that during the last fiscal y ear 
the receipts from this source exceeded 
by $ 500,000 the total expense charge­ 
able to that sy stem.

At the last momen t Presiden t Alexis 
yielded to the urgin g of those about 
him an d decided, to take refuge aboard 
the Fren ch warship. 
A salute of 
twen ty-on e gun s an n oun ced his depar­ 
ture from the palace. 
Thousan ds had 
gathered there earlier an d they had 
surged roun d the en tran ce, threaten in g 
to tear down the wralls to drive out 
the presiden t an d his loyal followers. 
As th e hours passed the great mob be­ 
came in furiated, shoutin g for him to 
leave the coun try. 
The mob was arm ­ 
ed, an d men an d women , beside them ­ 
selves with rage, heaped curtes on the 
head of the aged man who had been 
deposed from the presiden cy, but who 
had fiercely expressed his determ in a­ 
tion to fight to the last. 
So serious was the situation that the 
Fren ch min ister, M. Carteron , an d oth­ 
er foreign 
represen tatives, 
together 
with members of a special committee, 
forced themselves upon the presiden t, 
who fin ally con sen ted 
to withdraw. 
Shouts greeted him as he stepped from 
the precin cts of the palace an d in to 
a carriage which had been provided. 
M. Carteron , carryin g the Fren ch tri­ 
color, sat beside him an d the m in ister 
threw the folds of the flag over the 
shoulders of the deposed presiden t to 
protect him. 
/ 
An immen se crowd of men an d wom­ 
en had assembled at the wharf an d 
the arrival of the presiden tial carriage, 
escorted by a battalion of in fan try an d 
a squadron of cavalry was the sign al 
for wild tum ult an d riot. 
All alon g 
the route the people who lin ed the 
streets shouted, jeered an d cursed at 
the fallen presiden t, but when the 
landing stage was reached the mob 
lost all restrain t. 
The scen e was 
tragic and shameful. In furiated women 
brcke through the cordon of troops 
an d shrieked the coarsest in sults in to 
the very face of the presiden t, who 
strove bravely to appear un dismayed. 
They tried to hurl themselves upon 
Alexis an d fought with han ds an d feet 
again st the soldiers, who foun d diffi­ 
culty in forcin g them back. 
In order 
to disen gage him, the troops discharg­ 
ed their gun s, several shots bein g fired. 
Durin g this time a space was cleared 
an d Nord Alexis, with the Fren ch col­ 
ors draped about him, was hurried 
in to the skiff after him. As the laun ch 
drew away, three Haitien gun boats 
an d the Fren ch an d American war 
ships in the harbor fired a salute to 
the fallen presiden t. 
All the parties, those of Fouchard. 
Simon , Firmin an d Men os, were repre­ 
sen ted on the committee which urged 
the presiden cy upon Gen eral Legitime. 
W hile acceptin g the office at the first 
call, Gen eral Legitime showed some 
hesitan cy in un dertakin g the presiden ­ 
cy at such a crisis. 
He expressed his 
wish to obtain Gen eral Simon ’s adhe­ 
sion before defin itely acceptin g the of 
flee. 
It is of the utm ost importan ce that 
Gen eral Simon hasten his march upon 
Port au Prin ce with his disciplin ed 
troops, as otherwise there is •grea* 
likelihood of the man y parties n ow or 
gan izin g becomin g en gaged In an arm ­ 
ed struggle amon g themselves for su­ 
premacy. Couriers have been sen t out 
by the leaders of the movemen t in this 
city to in form the in surgen t comman d- i 
er-in -chief of the occurren ces of t h e ! 
past twen ty-four hours, an d it is likely ) 
that General Simon will hurry his ! 
forces up to the very 
gate3 .
